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Description  of  Newark  Abbey 


Newark  Abbey,  officially  known  as  the  Benedictine  Abbey  of  Newark,  in  New  Jersey,  was  founded  by 
Benedictines  from  St.  Vincent  Archabbey  of  Latrobe,  Pennsylvania  in  1857.  The  first  group  of  monks 
formed  St.  Mary  s  Priory  and  devoted  their  priestly  service  to  the  large  number  of  German  immigrants  in 
Newark  and  by  1868,  to  establishing  St.  Benedict’s  College  for  young  men. 

This  priory  was  elevated  to  the  status  of  an  abbey  in  1 884,  bearing  the  name  St.  Mary’s  Abbey,  under 
the  patronage  of  the  Immaculate  Conception.  This  community  later  founded  St.  Anselm’s  Abbey,  and 
College,  in  Manchester.  New  Hampshire,  in  1889,  and  a  house  of  theology  and  Delbarton  School  in 
Morristown,  New  Jersey,  in  the  1 930’s.  The  title  St.  Mary’s  Abbey  was  transferred  to  Morristown  in  1 956, 
and  for  a  decade  the  monks  in  Newark  were  again  the  dependent  St.  Mary's  Priory. 

In  1968,  the  monks  in  Newark  became  an  independent  abbey  again,  identifying  with  a  riot-torn  city  in 
taking  the  simple  name  of  Newark  Abbey.  The  community  now  includes  twenty-six  men,  ranging  in  age 
from  ninety  to  twenty-eight.  All  but  four  of  the  monks  are  ordained  Roman  Catholic  priests,  and  several  of 
the  younger  men  are  studying  for  the  priesthood.  Observing  the  Rule  of  St.  Benedict,  in  its  daily  rituals, 
Newark  Abbey  belongs  to  the  American  Cassinese  Federation  of  Benedictines,  who  trace  their  roots  to 
the  abbey  at  Monte  Cassino  established  by  St.  Benedict  in  the  6th  century. 

Since  1868,  the  chief  work  of  the  monks  in  Newark  has  been  the  education  of  young  men  in  St. 
Benedict’s  Preparatory  School,  originally  St.  Benedict’s  College.  Following  a  hjiatus  in  1972-73,  resulting 
from  several  difficult  problems,  St.  Benedict’s  reopened  in  1 973  to  more  consciously  address  the  needs  of 
students  from  Newark  for  a  quality  college  prep  education.  The  school  has  grown  to  nearly  300  students, 
of  varied  racial  and  economic  backgrounds,  who  come  from  Newark  and  thirty  surrounding  communities. 
It  has  all  but  completed  a  major  $800,000  expansion  of  its  urban  campus,  within  view  of  Newark  s 
business  district,  with  an  outdoor  recreational  complex,  begun  two  years  ago. 

Commenting  on  the  history  of  the  monks  from  this  Abbey,  and  particularly  on  the  remarkable  events  of 
the  last  twelve  years,  Abbot  Melvin  J.  Valvano,  O.S.B.,  has  said:  “This  hundred-and-twenty-year  old 
monastic  family  has  been  filled  with  men  of  serene  and  unusually  tenacious  faith.  The  monks  and  their 
co-workers  these  last  twelve  years  are  just  like  that;  persons  with  courage  and  deep,  deep  faith  that 
'or  people  Cod  will  establish.  He  is  doing  that.”

COMMISSION

BIDDING

7.  Each  lot  is  sold  as  genuine,  but  when  in  the  opinion  of  ANACS  the  lot  is  declared 
otherwise,  the  purchase  price  will  be  refunded  in  full;  provided  the  lot  is  received  by  the 
auctioneer  within  a  period  of  four  weeks  from  the  date  of  the  auction.  When  an  opinion  is 
not  expected  within  this  four  week  period,  the  buyer  will  (a)  submit  the  lot  without  delay 
to  ANACS  and  (b)  insure  that  advice,  in  writing,  be  received  by  the  auctioneer  within  25 
days  of  the  auction.
